can be done, and millions of new acres 
brought into culture of wheat., 


The relative decline of New York City 
as a port of entry is,observes the Courier- 
Journal, worthy of mention. 
In 1890 
the Port of New York received sixty- 
five per cent. of the country's imports; 
in 1891 it had only about sixty-two and 
a half per cent. 
This was not because 
there was any decrease in the business of 
New York, but solely owing to the in- 
crease of business at other ports. 
Boston 
is the second city in the matter of im- 
ports, Philadelphia is a good third and 
San Francisco fourth. 
New Orleans, 
though its imports are less than one- 
third those of Boston, is the second city 
of the country as to exports, and the ex- 
ports of Baltimore are but little less than 
those of Boston.

P h i l l i p s , 
of 
Hillsboro, 111., 
was a dashing 
and 
successful 
Union .soldier. 
He is now 
a 
steady.g o i n g 
and level-head- 
ed jurist. Judge 
Jesse 
was 
a 
practicing law- 
yer when 
the 
war broke cut; that is, he was a lawyer, 
but he wasn't practicing agréai deal, for 
he had not yet convinced the public that 
he could untangle legal knots equal to 
the dusty, musty old fellows who haunt- 
ed his chosen court-house. 
But he was 
a live, energetic young man, and when 
the first call for ninety-day men came in 
1861, Company H, of the Ninth Illinois 
Infantry, was commanded by him, and 
was as proud of its handsome young cap- 
tain as he was of his very respectable 
soldiers. 
When the regiment was or- 
ganized a httle strife arose between rival 
candidates for the command of major, 
and while those most favored for that 
position did not share in the strife or its 
attendant temper,their respective friends 
were almost painfully in earnest. 
Just 
at the time when the situation was much 
strained, Captain Phillips got up on a 
cracker box and made one of the best 
speeches the assembled soldiers had ever 
listened to. 
He advised union, 
har- 
mony, mutual trust and 
unwavering 
fealty to the Government, and advised 
against jealousy, bad temper and extrava- 
gant words. 
Even in a day of much 
speechmaking it was the perfeccLon of 
timely oratory, and it won the union and 
harmony he had so well pleaded. 
It 
won more. 
It gave him tho office, aid 
from that day until the summer of 1863 
he wore the rank and honored name of 
mujor. 


Two years later, long after the nine- 
ty-day men became three-years soldiers, 
jilajor Phillips was promoted to the rank 
of Colonel, and one day, while the Ninth 
with others of the Government troops, 
lay in Corinth, Miss,, a detail in force 
M-dS sent accross the line to Florence, 
Ala., with instructions to destroy some 
cotton and woollen mills in that city 
which had been busy for a year or two 
making clothing for the Confederate 
soldier^. 
Colonel Phillips was in com- 
mand, and so well did he do the work 
that, although quite a strong body of 
Confederates was posted to defend the 


take 200 of tho best riders and the best 
fighters it was because he didn't know 
who they were. 
They went across tho 
Tennessee River and came dashing up at 
the town as fiercely as tho Assyrians when 
they came down liKe a wolf on the fold. 
Tho simile ended there, however, for 
Colonel Phillips and his men took tho 
town beyond a doubt and spent a day 
there visiting comrades in the hospital 
and renewing such socialties as had been 
formed during the Yankee occupation of 
the previous months. 


Some of the shrewd soldiers noticed 
that the handsome Colonel seemed a 
heap more interested in one of the young 
women nurses than in poor Billy Neal, 
and when they mounted to ride back 
they felt like chafiing him about it. 
But 
you can't chall Jesse Phillips much, and 
never couid. 
The Confederates didn't 
care much about Florence, Ala., just 
then, anyway, so they let tho Federals 
have it, and did not soon regarrison the 
place. 
All tho summer and fall of 1863 
the Colonel took occasional trips across 
country, with the ostensible object of 
seeing Billy Neal, even continuing them 
long after that young man had got well 
and gone home. 
If the army was busy 
the Colonel was all contentment, bu4 
when 
the 
troops 
lay around 
with- 
out 
employment 
simply 
watching, 
he 
would 
fuss 
for 
a 
day 
or 
two and then announced that he was 
going over to Florence to see Billy. 
I^othing could break him of the habit, 
and nothing could satisfy him when he 
reached the town but a visit to that same 
kind-hearted girl who had forgotten all 
North, all South, in the greater problem 
of suffering men. 
He didn't talk about 
her much, but his associates knew he 
would give up one of his coal-black eyes 
any day for the privilege of possessing 
her. 
And it didn't seem unreasonable to 
expect he would win her. 
She received 
him kindly, she treated him well; she 


town, he won the fight after an hour of 
sharp contesting and drove the last 
Johnny Keb out of Florence. 
Then the 
mills were destroyed and a detachment 
of Union soldiers held the town. 


But in that sharp afternoon encounter 
Biliy Neal, a fellow-townsman of Colo- 
nel Phillips and a member of his regi- 
ment, was badly wounded and went 
into the hospital which 
was established 
at Florence, and into which the disabled 
from both armies were admitted. 
For 
the good women of the town turned 
sisters of charity and ministered to all 
fiulTerers, regardless of the color of uni- 
form worn. 
And one of Billy Neal's 
first 
visitors, 
after 
Federal 
con- 
trol was as&ured, was Colonel Phillips. 
A few days later the Colonel came again 
and sat by his old friend while the 
ghastly duty of amputation was per- 
formea, strengtliening him 
with 
his 
sympathy and cheering him with the 
kind words of an old friend. 


The Union force was soon afterward 
withdrawn 
from Fiorence, but 
the 
patients remained in the hospital there, 
and Ko strong was tho Colouers attuch- 
munt for his unfortunate friend that he 
several times went back to the Alabama 
town to see him. 
At length the Con- 
feaerates came back and occupied the 
city, throwing out pickets and holding 
the place with all due formality,but with 
no great force and with no intenticn of 
making a fight to hold it against superior 
numbers. 
And the first, time after this 
reoccupation, occurred 
when Colonel 
Phillips announced his intention ol going 
to see Billy Neal, his brother oilicers ad- 
vised him to forego the visit. 
The boy 
was in good hrinds and doing well, they 
argued. 
The women of Florence were 
as attentive to him and those of the North 
as to those of the iSouth and it would do 
no good to go there and chase tho 
Johnnies out. 
But he was going. 
He 
pulled his slouch hat over his eyes and 
started for permission to _go scouting 
With 300 men. 
lie swore quietly as he 
went about it, and those who see theae 
signs in Judge Jesse Phillips to this day 
know he means what he says. 
^ 


The Ninth was mounted infantry at this 
tiinej and if the du&hing Colonel dida*t 


really appeared to love him. 


The Confederates had been gradually 
creeping back into Western Alabama. 
They seemed to want the river and the 
good towns up there, and Major Falken- 
burg, who was in command of their forces 
at Tuscumbia, sent over the river and 
stationed two companies of men in the 
town, meeting with no sort of opposi- 
tion. 
The Union forces -were massed at 
Decatur now, and all through the fall 
the two opposing forces relaxed the rules 
of war a little and traded coffee and 
tobacco, bread and meat, and such little 
things as did not give combative aid or 
comfort to an enemy. 
Big stories about 
Vlajor Falkenburg came up to Colonel 
Phillips's ears from the soldieri who 
talked about the Johnnies« and there 
was no evidence wanting that he was a 
)ig man where he was known. 


One night in October, as a private in 
the North Illinois Mounted Infantry was 
swapping truck with a Confederate, he 
was informed incidentally that the com- 
mander of the Confederate forces was 
going to get married. 


''Who is your Major Falkenburg going 
to marry?'* demanded the Northerner. 


**0h, a Miss Charity Blank, at Flor- 
ence. 
She's 
a 
regular stunner. 
No 
nuther such a woman iu all Alabama," 
said the admiring Johnny. 


The information diifted up through 
the various grades of loyal blue and 
linally fell on the ears of Colonel Phil- 
lips. 


''Fires of Tophet!" raved the Colonel, 
"she shan't marry him," with a rising in- 
fection on the last pronoun, expressive 
of the unfitness of such a fate for Miss 
Charity Blank. But what about it? 
He 
had nothing to say. 
He walked around 
his tent and tried to think of something 
else; tried to forget this, tried to see 
someway through it, triel at. last to 
stop the banns. 


The marriage was announced 
for 
Wednesday night ai 8 o'clock, and this 
was Sunday, 
He fussed around till he 
got permission to go out with another 
detail of 200 men, for it wa? well known 
the Confederates were again in Florence. 
Tuesday afternoon he started, made a 
masterly detour, and just before sun- 
down faced straight for Florence. 
He 
struck a patch of canebr.ike about raid- 
night, for the march hal never been 
abated for darkness. 
Here he hid his 
men and there they stayed all night, all 
day Wednesday, and just at dusk they 
crept out, six miles from Florence, and 
pulled for the town. 
The surprise was 
complete, 
It still lacked an hour of 8 
o'clock, and when the rattle of musketry 
which told of flying Confederates had 
died away the Federals were in com- 
mand. 


They threw out pickets and surrounded 
a good portion of the residence district, 
particularly the homo of old 
Judge 
Blank, where Colonel Philips had often 
visited. 
It wasn't as light a? a house of 
wedding ought to bo, but the Colonel 
dismounted and knocked at the door. 
Just what ho meant to do nobody knesv. 
Maybe ho will tell by now, but, havmg 
driven away the doughty M-;jor, he had 
little fears he could win the Major's 
charmer. 


Judge Blank himself 
answered the 
summons at tho door.

was entertained as became a belligerent 
in the time of temporary cessation of 
hostilities and was given safe conduct out- 
side tho lines when formalities had been 
complied with. 
Then Colonel Phillips, 
making the besi ot a bad matter, shared 
his cake with his command and was bet- 
ter liked than ever. 


That was a long time ago. 
The foo 
of Confederate majors came home in due 
season, honored by service and sancti- 
fied by wounds, and after some years of 
patient, hörest work won a high place 
at tho bar, which he has never since 
dimmed by any act uumanly. 
Years 
ago he married his choice of all women 
and lives with her yet, laughing with 
her now and then when some old com- 
rade chaffs him about his raid into Flor- 
ence or his bushels of wedding cake.— 
Chicago Herald.

"%nd his party of explorers in the Polar 
regions. The story of Lieutenant Peary's 
expedition, as told by the New York 
World, is as follows: 


In 1886 Peary, with one companion 
-started from Disco Bay and traveled duo 
• east 100 mile? into the ice desert, and 
-attained an attitude of 7000 feet above 
. the sea level. This expedition convinced 
rhim that an expedition might safely ex- 
plore the whole interior of the land and 
the coast from the interior. 
Hence this 
•itecent expedition. 


were forced to retreat. 
Kepeftted at- 
tempts were subsequently made to effect 
an opening, but it was not until the.19th 
that they were able to get clear and head 
a course for Disco Harbor. 
On the 
morning of the 23d land was slffhted, 
which proved to be Cape Desolation,and 
Disco was reached three days later. 


Peary met his first disappointment at 
Godhaven, the name generally given to 
the settlement on Disco Harbor, in not 
being able to secure either dogs, guides 
or skin clothing, all of which were abso- 
lutely necessary to the success of the un- 
dertaking. After waiting for throe days, 
hoping to secure the much needed ar- 


THB KITE rST THE ICE. 


Near the south angle of Humboldt 
glacier it is proposed putting up a sup- 
ply station. 
Then, if the weather is 
good and the traveling is fair, the party 
will push on ninety miles north to Peter- 
-mau Fjord, where another supply depot 
will be built. 
Hero the party will sepa- 
-rale, and those not needed to accom|>any 
Pear^ to his furthest north will return to 
McCormick Bay. 
The other two or 
three are to push on to the head of 
• iSherard Osborn Fjord, and establish a

The leader of the expedition is about 
iorty years of age, a native of Maine, a 
wiry, splendid specimen of physical man- 
hood, an enthusiastic student of Arctic 
.explorations,well fitted by education and 
previous experience in Greenland for the 
leadership of such an expedition, and 


• considered fully competent to bring the 
; adventure to a Euccessful termination. 
He was appointed a civil engineer in the 
navy in October, IBSl, and holds the 
relative rank of lieutenant. His last naval 
. duty was at the League Island Navy- 
Yard, v/here he was in charge of the 


• contractors' work in connection with 
.building a dry-dock. 


The steamer Kite was found to be best 
: adapted for the party, and she was 
•brought to Brooklyn and fitted out for 
the voyage. 
On June 6, 1891, prepara- 
tions being completed, she steamed away 
to the northward. 
Besides Mrs. Perry 
were the crew and the members of the 
North Greenland Exploring Expedition 
4of the Academy of Natural Sciences, 
which returned in the steamer to the 
United States after establishing Peary 
. and his party for the winter. 


Sydney, Cape Breton, was the first 
port made, where, after filling up with 
»coal and a few needed stores, the Kite 
.again stood away to the north, and ar- 
rived at the Straits of Belle Isle on the 
15th. 
There the first ice was encoun- 
tered, and the Kite collided with a largo 
^ice floe during the fog. 
When the weather 


tides, the anchor was weighed, and the 
Kite headed for Upernavik, where she 
arrived on July 1, only to meet a similar 
disappointment to that which they ex- 
perienced at Godhaven. 
The following 
day they again got under way, and were 
soon butting the icepack in Melville Bay 
It was while butting the ice on the 
11th that the leader met with a terrible 
misfortune, which at first was deemed 
suflaciently serious to cause further at- 
tempts at pushing a way through the ice 
to be abandoned. 
A large cake of ice 
struck the rudder of the steamer with 
great force as she was backing to avoid 


house was put up, it was boarded over, h 
layer of thick Ur paper having been first 
secured in place. 
There are two roomn 
at one end for Mr. and Mrs. Peary, while 
the largei compartment contains a stove 
and bunks for the rest of the party. 
At 
each end of the house is a door, and in 
the walls have been placed four double 
windows. 
The roof is made like the 
Bides, that is, with two sheathings, and 
inside of each a layer of tar paper. 


Around the house a stone wall runs at 
a distance of four feet and this reaches 
within a foot of the eaves, which project 
over the wall. 
When the snow falls the 
whole house is banked with it and a con- 
siderable degree of warmth is thereby ob- 
tained. 
The stock 
of 
provisions 
is 
ample, and as quite a number of traces of 
game were seen, it is likely that 
there 
will bo a plentiful supply of fresh meat. 


Peary took with him oil shoes, an 
abundant supply of kerosene, and the 
Kite left him seven tons of coal. 
A list 
of his provisions includes thirty varieties 
of food, besides beverages, relishes, and 
so forth, enough to last for a year and a 
half. 
If he has any suc*i luck as Hayes 
and Buddington had he will bo able to 
supplement his preserved food with rein- 
deer, hare, auks and other mammals and 
birds. 
Ho has an excellent assortment 
of the very best hunting arms and care- 
fully prepared ammunition. 


* «Most of ray friends were very much 
astonished," said Mrs. Peary just before 
the Kite sailed, *'when they heard that 
I was going, and they exclaimed in one 
breath, »What on earth cau induce you 
to sacrifice yourselt in this way, 
and 
what are you going to wear?' " 


In replying to these and similar ques- 
tions Mrs. Peary declared that it was no 
sacrifice, but that of a natural inclination 
to outdoor life; the gratification of 
woman's natural prerogative—curiosity; 
an interest in the work,not difficult to un- 
derstand,and deepened by the occupation 
of devising and supervising the making 
of many special articles of apparel and 
the pleasure of knowing that she was 
helping her husband, all contributed to- 
wards making it an easy matter for her 
to make up her mind that it was just the 
very thing for her to do; 


Since Mr. Peary's trip to Greenland in 
1886, he had made a very careful study 
of the provisions and equipment neces- 
sary to keep an exploring party comfort- 
able.

A Brief History ot tho Fninou'« Ger- 
inaii lOfttablishinont—Monsior Im- 
plomonts ol' Destruction.

'RIEDHICH ALFRED KRUPP'S 
gun works, at Essen, Germany, 
arc immense in their proportions, 
dud the entire city is dependent 
upon them, tho population being to a 
great extent composed of more or less 
skilled 
artisans who 
live 
in houses 
built 
by Herr Krupp. 
The principal 
entrance to the factories is 
through 
gates by the Limbocker Chausee, the 
priocipal thoroughfare of Essen, 
Tho 
department for casting the steel cruciblca 
attracts attention first. Three diQcrent 
processes for rcQDing tho steel afe em- 
ployed, viz., the crucible, tho Bessemer 
and the Siemens-Martin, the firat being 
most favored because it is possible 
to 
produce larger pieces thereby. 


Tho raw material for fillmg the cru- 
cibles is prepared iuhuge puddling fur- 
naces, that occupy an immense building. 
Tho pig-iron used, which comes from 
a mine owned by Herr Krupp himself, is 
melted down in these furnaces, being 
stirred constantly so that air is thor— 
oughly incorporated in it, thereby re- 
moving all injurious 
particles. 
Tho 
puddler gathers tho steel in large balls 
as they show themselves in tho metallic 
bath, and removes them from the fur- 
nace to an adjoining mill, from which 
they are taken to a rolling-mill and con- 
verted into huge bars. 
These are after- 
wards smelted and cooled with water un- 
til thoroughly hardened aud prepared 
for tho crucibles. 


Tho crucibles, which are in another 
building, are made of clay and black 
lead, very carefully pressed and dried 
before used. 
The filing of these cruci- 
bles takes* place in the smelter, where 
tho mixing with the required chemi- 
cals, according to the purpose for which 
the steel is required, takes ;place. 
They 
are then sent to another smelter. 
This 
is situated in a large hall, in the center 
of which is the huge casting furnace, i** 
closed by many smelting furnaces, which 
are kept at tho proper temperature by 
the use of aas of a peculiar kind. 
The 
later is produced from the vast wastage 
of the various furnaces, and its consump- 
tion produces a temperature of 3600 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, which is necessary for 
the ¡purpose. 


The sudden opening of the door of 
one of these huge ovens displays a won- 
drous spectacle. 
Tho crucibles are re- 
moved from the furnace by huge tongs, 
ahd the molten metal at white heat is 
emptied into a trough through which it 
passes to tho forms. The spectator stand- 
ing on a platform in the center of 
the 
hall views the scene with great interest. 
Tho glow of the melted metal reddens 
the-faces of the workmen, who appear 
like glow -worms, moving in apparent 
contusion, yet, despite this seeming dis- 
Older, tho work goes on with clock- 
like regularity. 
The stream of glowing 
metal must come at regular intervals and 
be of tho same temperature. 
The larg- 
est block that can be cast weighs about 
160,000 pounds, and the contents of 
2000 crucibles is required therefor. The 
temperature of the room is kept down by 
a scientific system of ventilation, which 
makes it durable despite the great heat 
from the furnaces. 


The steam hammers are of immense 
size, as might be supposed. 
The largest 
of all haa been named the '^Hammer 
Fritz," and its striking force is said to 
equal fifty tons and may be much more. 


This was constructed by Alfred Krupp 
himself, who takes groat pride in it. 
It 
has formed the model for all other steam 
hammers. 
This gigantic hammer haa an 
anvil to correspond, consisting of a solid 
piece of iron weighing 1500 tons, and 
is w^nnected by powerful beams of iron 
to a solid stone foundation. 
So perfect 
is the mechanism, and so perfect the con- 
trol of tho hammer, that it may bo made 
merely to touch the pigof steel on the an- 
vil. Yet largo as * 'Fritz" is, it is too small 
for the purpose, and two others are un- 
der construction which will exert a force 
of 900,000 and 2,000,000 pounds re- 
spectively. 


The Bessemer works and the rail-roll- 
ing mills have separate buildings. 
The 
Bessemer process was first introduced 
on tho continent by the Krupp works in 
18C2. 
His process is used mainly iu tho 
production of second-grade steel which 
is used for car wheels. 
Iu tho manufac- 
ture of Bessemer steel the heat must be 
oven more intense than in the process de- 
Bcribod above, 


Tho Siemens-Martin process, so-called 
from its co-inventors, SiemenSj a French- 
mau, and Martin, a German, is based 
upon cooking tho metal by turning off 
tho heat as it lies in the forge. 


The gun manufacttjry occupies the 
greater part of tho works, 
The steel 
used for them has to be hardened in oil, 
which materially increases its elasticity. 
Every piece made is thoroughly tested 
before it is allowed to leave the place,tho 
company owning a largo tract of land 
which 18 reserved for this purpose. 


Tho show rooms offer an interesting 
place for studying tho different instru- 
ments of destruction. Models of all guns 
over made here are on exhibition. 


But guns are not the only product of 
the Krupp establishment. 
The liet em- 
braces stoam engines, screws, and a great 
variety of machines that are exported to 
all quarters of the globe. 
The world- 
rcQowned efficiency of tho factories has 
it M eurlabie positioa» 


A brief roviow' of tho history of the 
Krupp works shows that it is the result 
of three generations of effort. 
Fried- 
rich Krupp, the founder, grandfather of 
tho present owner, tho descendant of an 
old and honorable family in Esson, was 
born July 17, 1787, and commenced 
work very early in life as a forgeman. 
Uo started business in Essen in 1810, 
establishing a small steel crucible factory, 
from which he turned out files, stamps, 
dies and various small tools. 
His busi- 
ness increased, and iu 1819, he opened 
a larger place, which is still standing 
amid the present array of buildingf. 
At 
first successful, a few years later misfor- 
txinm came upon him, and when he died 
in 1826 he left his family in straitened 
circumstances. 
Hi? son Alfred, 
who 
was born April 
1812, was but four- 
teen years old when his father died, but 
ho had been carefully instructed iu the 
trade secrets, and took charge of tho 
business. 
For a long period the boy 
acted as smelter, forgeman and clerk. 
Owing to his diligence, energy and great 
mventive faculties, he became very suc- 
cessful. 
The introduction of railroads 
enlarged his markets, and his invention 
of a process for hardening steel increased 
his reputation very materially. 
His in- 
vention for tho production of rails with- 
out welding pieces together was patented 
in all parts of tho world in 1853. 
Twelve years later he began to acquire 
iron and coal mines. His first guns were 
produced in 1847, but it was twenty 
years later when the superiority of his 
steel for firearms was recognized, Alfred 
Krupp died July 14, 1887, and his only 
son, Herr Friedrich Alfred Krupp, Lorn 
February 17, 1854, is his successor, and 
is now sole owner of this extensive estab- 
lishment, which employs 2700 persons. 
Comfortable houses, schools, hospitals, 
aud churches have been built by. Herr 
Krupp for his employes. 
He also main- 
tains several charitable institutions. — 
New York News. 
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Fanuy Crosby the Blind Hymn Writer. 


It is easy enough to b.e cheerful if you 
have cjood health, kind friends and a 
good home, even if you. have not much 
money, thinks Foster Coates, iu tho 
New York Mail and Express. 
But one 
who can be happy and sing all the day 
long, whose eyes never saw the glorious 
sun, the green trees, and nature in all 
her moods, is an example for men and 
women who arc constantly crying be- 
cause they imagine fate to be unkind to 
them. 
I thought of this the other day 
when I sat in the pretty little parlor of 
Fanny Crosby, the blind hymn writer, a 
women who goes through life sightless 
and alone, wh(7 never complains, and 
who has given to the world some of its 
sweetest hymns. 
Miss Crosby is em- 
ployed in a large publishing house, and 
each week she writes—yes, with her own 
pen—at least a half dozen hymns. 
She 
is a frail looking woman of about sixty- 
three, with a shrunken figure, and wear- 
ing a black gown. Her face, however, is 
always pleasant. 
Her eyes are shaded by 
colored spectaclea, and when she com- 
poses she sits in a big rocking chair be- 
fore a table, aud with a copy cf some 
book before her, while she scribbles away 
on big sheets of paper. 
She has the 
faculty of making graceful and tuneful 
rhymes either to tit music already writ- 
ten, or for music not yet composed. 
She writes a great deal, and is extremely 
careful in the use of words. 
She can 
perform on the guitar aud piano, and 
she often sits before the ivory key-board 
for hours, while her tingeis waader over 
the keys and she hums new melodies. 
She is totally blind, but in her own 
apartment she can move about readily, 
so sensitive is her touch, and she can 
often recognize friends by the pressure 
of the hand. 
She received a good edu- 
cation in tho Institution for tho Blind in 
this city, 
and her 
companions and 
friends keep her well informed of what 
is going on about her. 


Miss Crosby has written many songs as 
well as hymns. 
Who does not remem- 
ber '^Hazel Dell," * ^Rosalie, the Prairie 
Flower," '«Proud World, Good-bye," 
»Honeysuckle 
and "There's Mu- 


sic in the Air I" 
All these were written 
by Miss Crosby years ago. She has com- 
posed 3500 hymns, and makes a comfort- 
able income from her labor. 
She is the 
author of ''Safe in the Arms of Jesus," 
''Pass Me Not, 
O Gentle 
Saviour," 
»»Kescuo the Perishing," ''Jesus, Keep 
Me Near the Cross," "0, My Saviour, 
Hear Me," tho ''Bright Forever" and 
scores of other equally as good hymns 
that are sung by millions of people in 
every land. 
She is content, as she may 
well"bo, with her puccess. She is happy, 
and has no regrets that she is blind* 
She has done more for tho Master than 
any minister. 
She is one of the world's 
bravest heroines, and is working uncom- 
plainingly, ready for the day when her 
name shall be written in letters of gold 
and set in a crystal sky.

rOLTSntXG FURNITUKE. 


Varnish is not a desirable finish for' 
any kind of furniture on account of the 
ease with which it is scratched. A polish 
equal to the bo3t varnish is made in this 
way- 
If necessary to fill the gram of 
the wood use boiled linseed oil warm 
and add to it enough cora starch to 
make a thin paste. 
This is well rubbed 
into the wood with a flannel rubber,; 
giving time for each coat to bo absorbed. 
Then melt in a suitable vessel, a tin cup 
or can will do, two ounces of white or 
clean yellow wax. 
Add to it 
while 
liquid four ounces of pure spirits of tur- 
pentine, ftnd stir until cool. 
This is ap- 
plied to the wood and is thoroughly well 
rubbed with a soft flannel rubber until a 
brilliant surface is made. 
When tho 
polish becomes dull, repeat, aud in time 
% very fine surface and durable varnish 
that will not be scratched easily is pro- ' 
cured. 
Antique oak thus treated takes 
a very high polish, aud gradually beaomes 
darker. 
The dark color of very old oak' 
is made by applying sulphuric acid to' 
tho wood, by waich tho surface U oxi- 
dized and acquires the appearance of. 
wood that is two or three conturie? old. 
The darkened surface is then smoothed' 
with fine s md paper and polished in the 
way above mentioned. 
Tho present fad 
for old furniture is only a revival of one 
that was popular about fifty years 
ago.. 
Most of it is made as here 
New York Times.

There is no certainty in dairy 
work without a thermometer as a guide 
to keep the temperature just right, which 
is not less at any time than sixty-two de- 
grees. 
There is no harm done by add- 
ing warm water to the cream, if it is not 
hot. 
It should not 
be more 
than 
seventy-live degrees, or there will 
be 
danger ot coaj^alatin:; any sour millc in 
it :md making the troublesome white 
specks that injure the butter. 
If one- 
fourth as much water as cream is added 
the churuinci will be easier.—New York 
Times.

lyjURY BY INSECTIDES; 


'A scries obstacle in the way of a more 
free and successful use of the arsenites 
has been their liability to injure tender 
foliage. 
Experiments for the past two 
seasons have been made upon this point 
by the Iowa aizrlcuUural experiment sta- 
tion with the following results: 


1. Tho oldest leaves are most 
sus- 
ceptible to injury. 


2. Dews, and probably direct 
light, increase the injuries. 


Leaves 
kept 
perfectly 
dry 
hardly be injured by the arsenites. 


4. AppMcations made in the heat of 
the day and ia tho bright sunlight do 
not injure foliajTc more than when ap- 
plied in the cool o[ the day. 


5. A dashing shower following an ap- 
plication of one of the arsenites is apt to 
lessen the injury to foliage. 


C. Leaves sullering from a fungus dis- 
ease are more susceptible to injur/ than 
are healthy leaves. 


7. When freshly mixed or applied, 
London purple is most and white arsenic 
least injurious to foliage. 


8. •\yhite arsenic in solution should 
not be used upon foliage without iiret 
adding lime, Bordeaux mixture of some 
other substance to prevent its injurious 
ciîects. 


9. White arsenic, if allowed to stand 
many days in water before being ap- 
plied, will do far greater harm to foli- 
age than if applied as soon as mixed. 
"lO. Lime added to London purple or 
Paris green in water greatly lessens the 
injury that these poisons would other- 
wise do to foliage. 


11. Lime added to a mixture of white 
arsenic in water will greatly increase the 
injury that this poison would otherwise 
do to folia^ic. 
If tho arsenic is all in 
solution the lime will then lessen the in- 
iury, as in the case of London purple or 
Paris gresn. 


12. Loudon purple (Paris green and 
white arsenic have not yet been tried) 
can be used eight or ten times as strong 
without injury to foliage if applied in 
common Bordeaux mixture instead of 
water. 


13. The arsenites cannot by orc'inary 
method bo 
successfully mixed 
in 
a 
kerosene emulsion. 


14. The arsenites mix readily in rosin 
compouuds and do not seem to be more 
injurious to foliage than as ordinarily ap- 
plied in water. 


15. The arsenites in strong, 
soapy 
mixtures do considerable more harm to 
foliage than 
when appliei in 
water 
only. 


IG. The arsenites mix/readily in car- 
bouate of copper solution and do not 
seem to do more harm than when applied 
in water only. 


17, London purple in sulphate 
of 
copper solution does vastly more harm 
when applied in water only.—îlew J£ng- 
land Farmer. 


our crops. 
Lime renders the nitrogeu 
and potash of our soils more available; 
plaster makes clover and corn grow more 
luxurhmtly, and I have seen a decided 
benetit from an application of Bait on 
mangel-wurzel, barley and wheat. 


JohnJohnton, '*thc father of under- 
draining," and one of the most successful 
farmers of his time, used salt on his 
winter wheat for many years. 
He sowed 
about four bushels per acre broadcast on 
the land at the time of sowing tho wheat 
in the fall. 
He once showed me a large 
fíela of wheat that was also sown with 
salt as above, except a narrow strip run- 
ning across the Held. 
Theeffoct was 
most marked and benedcial. 
The wheat 
on each side this unsaltcd 
strp was 
taller, the straw brighter aad stiffer, and 
tho heads better 
filled, 
''Why did tho 
salt do so much good?'' 
Frankly, I do 
not know. 
There are hundred ol in- 
stances where salt has had a decided ef- 
fect; there ure m(.re instancea where its 
application has done no good, 
'»Agri- 
cultural salt'* has been offered our farmers 
at very low prices, and many have tried 
it; but for some reason or other its use 
does not extend. 
"Do I use it?" 
No. 
*^Do my neighbors use It?" No, certainly 
not, as a rule. 
Where one farmer uses 
salt, a hundred continue to use, year 
after year, superphosphate. 


Hundreds of experiments might b9 
cited where salt has proved beaeScial. 
Why it is sometimes valuable and often- 
times not, we do not know. 
We do not 
understand its^action. 
We are nearly as 
ignorant iu regard to the action of plas- 
ter, 
For some years wo have supposed 
that salt and plaster checked the evapo- 
ration of water through the leaves of the 
plants, and thus lessened the injurious 
effect of drought, 
Somfe recent experi- 
ments would indicate that plaster was 
favorable to the urowth of the bacillus 
or "nitrate yeast" that converts organic 
nitro^ren and ammonia into nitrates and 
thus rendered the nitrogen immediately 
available for the growth of our cultivated 
crops. 
Possibly salt acts in the same 
way. 
All that we know at present is 
that salt is irequentlji|Very beneficial on 
some soils and some crops. 
One of ray 
neighbors w¿o grows cabbage, onions, 
carrots, etc., on 
low, mucky land de- 
pends almost entirely on salt as a fertil- 
izer. 
He frequently raises a fine crop of 
late cabbage with salt alone. On similar 
land of ray own in the same swamp I 
find superphosphate and a little nitrate 
of soda highly beneficial. 
So that it 
would seem probable that salt develops 
plant food from the soil. 
And it is a 
question for consideration and experi- 
ment whether it is cheaper to furnish the 
phosphoric acid and nitrates in the form 
of manures or fertilizers, or whether we 
should use salt, lime or plaster to develop 
them from the soiU 
If a given amount 
of money in superphosphate and nitrate 
of soda will produce as large crops as tho 
same amount of money expended in salt, 
lime or plaster, then, of course, the fer- 
tilizers are to be preferred because they 
furnish the plant 
lood 
rather than 
develop it from the store of organic mat- 
ter in the soil.—American Agriculturist.
